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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 1-8 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither 
prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of 
the said prior art references which teaches at least a step of receiving, by the RRC layer, 
acknowledgment that the UTRAN successfully received the confirmation information and in 
response to the acknowledgment, transitioning, at the RRC layer, into the CELLPCH state or 
the URAPCH state, and re-establishing, by the RRC layer, an RLC entity supported by the 
wireless device to effect the SRNS relocation procedure or equivalent. In particular, see e.g., 
ETSI TS 125 303 V3.6.0 (2000-12) figure 36 on page 63 which teaches a reconfiguration reply 
e.g., as RRC: XXX COMPLETE. Note that no acknowledgment message is further taught in 
figure 63 with respect to receiving, by the RRC layer, acknowledgment that the UTRAN 
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successfully received the confirmation information such that a transition can occur in response to 
the acknowledgment is further recited in the independent claims. See e.g., applicant's figures 6 
and 7. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
